On March 8, 1974, SAND had been found guilty of 
income tax evasion (Title 26, United States Code, Section 
7201), conspiracy to manufacture, sell, possess and distrib¬ 
ute LSD (Title 21, United States Code, Section 841 and 846 
and Title 18, United States Code, Section 371), and of the 
manufacture and processing of LSD (Title 21, United States 
Code, Section 331(g)(1)) and the conspiracy to defraud the 
United States (Title 18, United States Code, Section 371).
